As you are all probably well 
aware by now, we have just com¬ 
pleted the first Special Session 
under our new Governor, Fob James. 
During this session Governor James 
asked us to move the Regular Ses¬ 
sion to April 17, 1979, in order 
to give him more time to work on 
the budgets• However, Governor 
James asked that the Legislature 
return on February 13 to begin 
another Special Session which 
would deal with the rewriting of 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama. This will probably be 
the first major test to show what 
kind of strength we will have for 
education during the next four 

. Although most of us agree 
that the Constitution should be 
updated, there will be some very 
sticky items which Governor James 
has asked for - one being the 
unearmarking of funds * 

There are several new faces 
in the Legislature. I am pleased 
to say that among these are four 
junior college employees. These 
people will certainly be an asset 
to us in our effort to obtain 
proper funding for the junior 
colleges.

Faculty 
members will hear Dr. Paul Williams, Vice-president/Dean of Instruc¬ 
tion, Cuyamaca Community College, El Cajon, California._ Dr. James 
Kern, Winona State University, will address the Commission on Stu 
dents on the topic, "Upset: We Can Help." Supportive Personnel 
will hear Dr. James J. Thompson, Chairman and Professor, Department 
of Educational Media, University of South Alabama, discuss the topic, 
"Nonverbal Communication." Following the commission programs, com¬ 
mission chairmen and vice-chairmen for 1979-80 will be elected.

Colleges Administer GED Tests 


The Alabama GED, General Educational Development, 
Testing Program has undergone a tremendous growth. In 
1978, 14,336'adults earned a high school equivalency 
through GED. The GED Testing Program is operated through 
the GED Testing Service of the American Council on Edu¬ 
cation and the State Department of Education. 


Les has served as Business Manager/ 
Treasurer or Dean of Business Affairs at 
Jefferson State Junior College since its 
beginning in 1965. His background in¬ 
cludes industrial and educational employ¬ 
ment. Les served as a member of the Asso¬ 
ciation Executive Committee in 1976-77, 
was elected to the position of Vice- 
President/President Elect for 1977-78 but 
assumed the presidency of the Association 
upon the resignation of Harry Moore. He 
is currently serving on the Executive 


Committee as Immediate Past-President. 

Les is an Alabamian by birth, a Texan 
by indoctrination and a pilot by desire. 
In addition to his many campus and civic 
activities, he ser'ves as Sponsor to the 
Jefferson State Parachute Club.

National norms for the GED test are established 
every four years at the twelfth grade level. The norms 
are established by high school seniors who will be grad¬ 
uating during the quarter the test.is administered. A 
total of 32 percent of the seniors participating in the 
norming failed the test. 

The test contains five batteries measuring competen¬ 
cies in writing skills, social studies, science, reading 
skills, and mathematics. Once the students have met 
requirements for testing and have passed each of the five 
batteries, they are issued a High School Equivalency 
Certificate by the State Department of Education. This 
certificate allows them to continue their education in a 
postsecondary and/or higher education institution, enter 
the military service, get a job, or get a job promotion. 

In 1978, 18,375 adults took the test for the first 
time. The national average for persons passing the test 
was 67.9 percent, whereas Alabama's average was 80.9 
percent. Mrs. Hazel Ripple, National GED Administrator, 
Washington, D.C., said one of the major reasons for 
Alabama's average being so high is that the adult edu¬ 
cation classes operating in this state are of an out¬ 
standing quality. The Adult Education Program also had 
a record number of adults, over 42,000, enrolled in their 
ABE and GED preparatory classes. 

According to a 1970 census, there are 1,325,000 
adults, twenty-five years of age or older, who do not 
have a high school diploma or equivalency in our state— 
about 52 percent of the population. There were 14,419 
students who dropped out of elementary, junior and senior 
higti schools during the school year of 1977-78, so we are 
not even keeping up with the dropout rate. 

There are fifty (50) official GED testing centers 
in Alabama. Eighty-four percent of the testing centers 
are in postsecondary and higher education institutions.

Combs Keynotes Conference 

Dr. Arthur W. Combs, a consul¬ 
tant in education and psychology 
and a Distinguished Professor at 
the University of Northern Colo¬ 
rado, Greeley, will deliver the 
keynote address at the opening 
session of the 1979 AJCCA Confer¬ 
ence, April 27 at 9:30 A.M. at 
Alabama Christian College. 

Dr. Combs has served as a con¬ 
sultant to schools and colleges 
in every state and in five foreign 
countries. His primary interests 
lie in the application of human¬ 
istic-perceptual psychology to 
the educational problems of schools 
and colleges; research on the help¬ 
ing professions; and the implica¬ 
tions of humanistic-perceptualist 
thinking for the training and 
practice of teachers, counselors, 
supervisors, and administrators. 

He is the author of seventeen 
books and more than 130 articles. 
The best known of his books are 
Perceptual Psychology : A Humanis ¬ 
tic Approach to the Study of Per¬ 
sons. The Professional Education 
of Teachers , Humanistic Teacher 
Education , Helping Relationships : 
Basic Concept for the Helping 
Professions , and Myths in Educa¬ 
tion. 


The keynote speaker has served 
as a school psychologist, a pro¬ 
fessor of education and psychology 
at Syracuse University, and a pro¬ 
fessor of education at the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida. In addition, he 
held the position of Director of 
the Center for Humanistic Edu¬ 
cation at the University of 
Florida. 
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All support personnel from all 
junior colleges are encouraged to 
attend this year’s AJCCA conference 
and participate in a unique session 
on communication conducted by Dr. 
James J. Thompson. Much planning 
has been done throughout the year, 
but the drastic effects of pro¬ 
ration have limited the Association 
to a one-day conference and our 
commission to one session.

Interest Group chairmen met with the Executive Committee 
on October 30, 1978, to plan the 1979 Convention program. Much 
spade work had already been done on program planning. The group 
agreed that all program plans would be finalized by December 1, 
1978. Trish McLaney agreed to compile the information for the 
printed program. Expenditures for interest groups and commission 
sessions were approved. An attendance goal of 1,000 was estab¬ 
lished for the purpose of budget planning. 


Ron Cordell reported on the 1978 Billboard Project, stating 
that one hundred billboards were printed at a cost of $1,485. 
Population was taken into consideration in planning distribution. 
The continuation of this project was discussed, and it was the 
consensus of the group to postpone a decision on this matter until 
the January meeting of the Executive Committee. Mr. Cordell 
agreed to serve as chairman of a committee if the project is con¬ 
tinued . 


The treasurer, Gene Burton, reported that at the beginning 
of the 1978-79 Association year, the AJCCA had a balance of $7,300.00. 
Institutions and affiliate members have been billed for 1978-79 dues. 
Mr, Burton is investigating the procedure for incorporating * the 
Association and securing a tax exempt number. 

Birmingham-Southern College was granted affiliate membership 
in the AJCCA. Other affiliate members are Athens State College, 

The Regional Technical Institute at UAB, and the University of 
Montevallo, 

The Executive Committee met again on January 15. The trea¬ 
surer reported that institutional dues were coming in. Some members 
expressed concern about attendance at the convention due to the talk 
about proration. It was agreed that the institutions should be sur¬ 
veyed regarding convention attendance. Mary Carpenter, Exhibits 
Chairman, reported that twenty exhibit spaces will be sold to gener¬ 
ate an income of $3,000.00. It was announced that Dr. Arthur Combs 
would deliver the keynote address. Changes/additions to the con¬ 
vention program were discussed. 

Shirley Woodie agreed to develop job descriptions for the 
Interest Group chairmen and Commission chairmen and vice-chairmen 
so that prospective chairmen will know the duties of each position 
before elections are held. It was announced that a number of door 
prizes, including a portable black and white television set, a set 
of Corningware, a Seth Thomas clock, and a vacuum cleaner are al¬ 
ready in the hands of Nell Mote, chairman for door prozes. The 
entertainment for the banquet will be a variety group from Alabama 
Christian College. Again this year, a disco dance and ballroom 
dancing have been planned for late night fun at the convention. 

As in 1978, the convention banquet will be served buffet in the 
Civic Center. Curtis Thomasson reported that the January/February 
issue of the newsletter would be off the press by February 8. The 
convention issue of the newsletter will be printed in mid-March. 

Ron Cordell presented several examples of billboard ideas. A design 
prepared by a staff member at Gadsden State was selected. Printing 
of one hundred will cost $1,890. A final duscussion on the project 
was postponed. 
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Mr. Burton reported that all details concerning incorporation 
of the association and a tax exempt number for the AJCCA would be 
worked out before the convention in April. It was reported that 
Les Sims and Sandra King represented the AJCCA at a meeting of the 
Committee to Evaluate the Alabama Commission on Higher Education. 
Sandra King stated that she and Shirley Woodie, on January 9, pre¬ 
sented a Certificate of Appreciation to Governor George C. Wallace 
on behalf of the association. 

The Executive Committee met on February 16 at Lurleen B. Wallace 
State Junior College. Those present discussed the pros and cons of 
following through with plans for the 1979 AJCCA Convention. It was 
reported that Dr. Murray and many of the junior college presidents 
had been contacted about the effect proration of educational funds 
would have on attendance at the convention. After a lengthy dis¬ 
cussion, cancellation of the two-day convention in Birmingham was 
proposed. Also in that proposal was the holding of a one-day drive- 
in conference in Montgomery, at Alabama Christian College on Friday, 
April 27, 1979. Members of the Executive Committee not present were 
contacted by phone for a voice vote on the proposal. The proposal 
passed with a majority vote. 

Curtis Thomasson reported that the Jan/Feb issue of the AJCCA 
Newsletter was at the printer, but not printed. It was suggested 
that the Jan/Feb issue be revised to reflect changes in convention 
plans and published in March. The president was assigned the task 
of notifying Interest Groups Chairmen to cancel programs and making 
contact with the Hyatt House, Civic Center, and others to cancel 
the 1979 Convention.

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Jefferson State Junior College, lo¬ 
cated in Birmingham, has begun opera¬ 
tion of its new Agricultural Science 
Center. Funded by a National Science 
Foundation Grant, C.A.U.S.E., the Agri¬ 
cultural Science Center serves as a 
model for developments of agricultural 
teaching facilities and programs for 
junior colleges throughout the South¬ 
east. The Agricultural Center provides 
facilities for both the Animal Science 
and Ornamental Horticulture programs in 
the department of Career Education. 
Unique features of the center include 
a complete, indoor animal-science hold¬ 
ing area where students can receive in¬ 
struction in all major types of live- 
stock management and animal health. 

This area of the center has been espe¬ 
cially developed to help students get 
5i hands on M experience in proper animal 
care precedures. The ornamental hor¬ 
ticulture area of the facility includes 
two automatic greenhouses, a soil hold¬ 
ing area, a lathe house, a hot bed and 
cold frames, and a head house (which 
also is used as a classroom). These 
facilities will aid in developing-, the 
horticulture education trust at Jeffer¬ 
son State to parallel actual work situ¬ 
ations that students will face in the 
industry. Located in the Harold C. 
Martin Career Education Complex, the 
facility contains about 8,000 square 
feet of teaching area. The facility 
is entirely solar heated and promises 
to be one of the most significant 
agricultural teaching facilities in the 
Birmingham area. The center is open 
to inspection daily during regular 
school hours and welcomes visitors and 
educators from throughout the South¬ 
east. The Agricultural Science Center 
is another part of Jefferson State 
Junior College f s commitment to provid¬ 
ing sound, basic agricultural education 
to the community and to the State of 
Alabama.

That was the gist of a phone call by Jack Freeman, 

Director of Physical Plant, to Dr. L. M. Sims, Dean of 

Business Affairs, at Jefferson State on the occasion of 
# * 

the first cold days of the season recently. A solar 
heating system was installed in the new agricultural 
science center built entirely by Freeman and college 
maintenance crews with funds from a National Science 
Foundation Grant. 


Jack had indeed succeeded with the do-it-yourself 
solar heating project that he engineered from information 
he had pieced together from reading everything he could 
get his hands on. "I took notes at meetings dealing with 
solar heat and ploughed through stacks of literature," 
said Freeman. 

One row of solar panels in currently holding water 
temperature sufficiently high to supply the agri-science 
center f s hot water as well as to office spaces. Three 
rows of panels are planned for the project when funds 
become available. 

The solar panels, consisting of 24 panels of copper 
plates covered with copper tubing and plexiglass, when 
completed will also heat the center’s animal holding area, 
the "head house" used by horticulture students for plant 
work, and the restrooms. The two adjoining greenhouses 
will not be solar heated because they are, by their very 
nature, not insulated and this would simply misuse solar 
heat. Freeman said. 

The present eight panels that make up the single 
row on the roof are producing some 30,000 BTU's of heat 
per hour. By the time that the total project is finished, 
the cost will be about $8,000, which Freeman predicts the 
college will recover in about three years through money 
saved in energy costs.
